III. Claim 20, drawn to methods for managing failure to thrive 

. comprising administering a metabotropic glutamate receptor 5 
antagonist. 

IV. Claim 23, drawn to treatment or prevention of chronic laryngitis 
comprising administering a metabotropic glutamate receptor 5 
antagonist. 

Claims 24-28 will be included along with the elected invention. 

The inventions listed supra do not relate to a single general inventive 

concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack 
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the same or corresponding special technical feature for the following 

reason: The groups are drawn to diverse organ systems. 

Further, this application contains claims directed to more than one species 
of the generic invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention 
because they are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: metabotropic glutamate receptor 5 
antagonists, as disclosed throughout the present specification.
